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DEATH OF MR. WILSON 


smory M. Wilson, graduate of the class of 
ee principal of Central High School 
for nore than seventeen years, died at Gar- 
field Hospital, Washington, February 20. 
Death came at the end of a long illness from 
which, only a month or two before, it had 
scetrred that he had recovered. Mr. Wilson 
was first taken ill in August, 1918, when he 
was in poor health as the result of the strain 
of two years at the head of the new and 
larger Central, and the illness, while orig- 
inally thought to be only a nervous break- 
down, was finally diagnosed as_ pernicious 
anemia. During that fall and winter he was 
several times in a critical condition, but his 
great strength always rallied, and during the 
spring of 1919 careful treatment and repeated 
hlood transfusions had their effect. He was 
discharged from the hospital late last May 
and then spent six months in rest and recu- 
peration. He returned to his duties December 
4, though only gradually taking up the burden 
of the work and without ill effects. Late in 
Tanuary. however, he had an attack of bron- 
chitis which developed into pneumonia. From 
this he rallied remarkably well, but the re- 
currence of the anemia was too much for his 
strength and he passed away on the after- 
noon of February 20. 

Emory Meyers Wilson was horn in George- 
town June 5, 1871, and attended the local 
schools. Graduating from the high school 
with honors in 1889, he won the much sought 
competitive scholarship to Cornell, where he 
graduated in 1893 with the Ph. B. degree 
After another year at Ithaca as an instructor, 
he returned to Washington as a teacher of 
history at Eastern High School. In 1897 he 
was transferred to Central, and .subsequently 
became head of the history department for all 
the high schools while remaining on the Cen- 
tral faculty. At both Eastern and Central he 
was not only a very successful teacher but 
also an active worker in varied lines for the 
welfare of the school and its pupils. He took 
a special interest in athletics, and at Central 
coached four teams in football and five in 
baseball, all of them victorious in competition. 

In September, 1902, Mr. Wilson was ap- 
pointed principal of Central, succeeding Percy 
M. Hughes, who became at that time director 
of high schools. Since then, owing to his 
noteworthy work as principal, Mr. Wilson 
has been considered for assistant superintend- 
ent and at least twice for the superintendency 
of the local schools, but his interest in his 
plans at Central caused him to prefer to re- 
main there. He was particularly absorbed in 
the work of getting a new building for Cen- 
tral and in working out the plans for the larg- 
er school when the building was opened. He 
was always noted for his close anplication to 
work regardless of hours, and the increased 
duties of the new school, with an insufficient 
administrative force which was finally in- 
creased when it was too late, overtaxed his 
strength. But mere time and strength ex- 
nended are no adequate measure of what he 
did for the school. He had a remarkable fac- 


ulty of getting close to the personal interests 
of all around him, and few pupils, even in so 
large a school, did not feel the direct impress 
of his personality, His work lives in the pu- 
pils who have been under his guidance and in 
the institution which will carry his influence 
on to the thousands of Central students to 
corre. 

On June 13, 1900, Mr. Wilson married Miss 
Mable Lamborne, of the class of ’99. He is 
survived by Mrs. Wilson and three children— 
Douglas, aged nine; Jean, five; and Kenneth, 
aged a year and a half. The youngest has 
been seriously ill for some time but is re- 
ported better. 

Funeral services were held at the Central 
Presbyterian Church on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 23, Rev. Dr. James H. Taylor officiat- 
G. A. Lyon, Fred 


ing. The pallbearers were 

L. Fishback, Corcoran Thom, Stephen E. 
Kratver. H. P. Hoover, and Robert A. 
Maurer. Music was furnished by Samuel 


Wood. organist of the school, and by Miss 
Flsa Raner, an alumna. Central’s ten cadet 
companies formed a guard of honor. Inter- 
rent was at Glenwood Cemetery. The fol- 
lowing morning a brief memorial chapel was 
held at the school. and the pupils were then 
dismissed for the day. 


THE MEMORIAL MEETING 


Services in memory of Emory M. Wilson 
were held in the auditorium of the school on 
the afternoon of Sunday, March 21, under the 
auspices of the Alumni Association and with 
the co-operation of the faculty and school 
authorities. The services were presided over 
by Stenhen E. Kramer, ’89, assistant superin- 
tendent of schools. who served also as chair- 
man of the Association’s committee on ar- 
rangements. In making up the program four 
sneakers were selacted to typify four aspects 
of Mr. Wilson’s life and work. The invoca- 
tion was made by the Rev. James H. Taylor, 
pastor of the Central Presbyterian Church, 
who read as the Scripture passage the thir- 
teenth chapter of first Corinthians, which was 
one of Mr. Wilson’s favorite passages. 

Miss C. I. Orr, ’84, spoke on behalf of the 
faculty of the school, by whom she had been 
eeclected as their representative, and took the 
topic of Mr. Wilson as the principal. Miss 
Orr referred to the many fine qualities of 
personality by which Mr. Wilson had bound 
his associates to him, and the unity of the 
faculty in their love and admiration for him. 
She spoke of his devotion to his work, the 
vision with which he directed the affairs of 
the* school, his open-mindedness in his pro- 
fessional contacts, and -his courage and 
strength of personality to the end. 

Ernest L. Thurston, ’89, classmate of Mr. 
Wilson, and superintendent of the Washington 
schools spoke of Mr. Wilson as the school 
ofcer and the scholar. He referred to his 
acquaintance of more than thirty-three years, 
beginning at the time when he, and Mr. 
Kramer also, were members of the same class 
and even recited in the same section with Mr, 
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Wilson at the old Central. He spoke of 
Mr. Wilson’s dream of the new Central, real- 
ized not only in bricks and mortar, but in the 
lives of those who come under its influence, 
He characterized Mr. Wilson’s position as a 
great task for which he was eminently fitted, 
and also cited examples from the official rela- 
tions in the conduct of the schools—the care 
and resourcefulness shown in his handling of 
all matters, and the helpfulness of his per- 
sonality at the council table. His power in 
interpreting the school to the community, not 
by public addresses or other outward means, 
but by the power of his work in the school 
itself radiating through pupils, parents, teach- 
ers, and alumni, was mentioned. In closing 
he referred to Mr. Wilson’s scholarly quali- 
ties and his special interest in history, and 
expressed the feeling that he would have 
gained hardly less noteworthy rank in that 
field if he had chanced to devote his main 
energies along such lines, 

Fred L. Fishback, ’88, spoke of Mr. Wilson 
as the friend. He recounted ‘memories of 
student times at the old high school, and more 
recent occasions that had impressed Mr. Wil- 
son’s personality most forcibly upon him. He 
spoke of Mr. Wilson’s advocacy of high ideals, 
his talent in bringing out the best in other 
people, and his ability to smooth out diffi- 
culties. He also referred to his deep and 
practical interest in the welfare of his col- 
leagues and friends, his devotion to duty with- 
out thought of time or energy expended, and 
his longing to be back in the work he loved 
during his long illness. 

As the fourth speaker on the program, 
Commissioner Brownlow, chairman of the 
Board of District Commissioners, had been 
chosen to speak on Mr. Wilson as the citizen, 
but was unexpectedly called from the city, 
and his place was taken by G. A. Lyon, 
alumnus of the class of '85, associate editor of 
The Evening Star. Mr. Lyon said that true 
citizenship might be measured by contribution 
to the welfare of the community, and declared 
that the maker of citizens, as Mr. Wilson had 
been, could certainly claim the title of citizen 
in the fullest sense. He spoke of Mr. Wilson's 
intimate contact with the pupils and his lasting 
influence on them, making them better men 
and women and better citizens. He referred 
especially to his spirit of service and his sense 
of fairplay. A great city has been made 
better because Mr. Wilson has lived and la- 
bored in it. His influence lives, and it is for 
us to dedicate ourselves to that spirit of 
service which he inculcated in others and so 
fully exemplified in himself. 

The musical numbers on the program con- 
sisted of organ selections by Samuel Wood, 
of the faculty; a vocal solo by Mrs. Gertrude 
Reuter Miller, ’08, accompanied by Halstead 
P. Hoover, ’89, of the Central faculty, by 
whom the musical program was arranged ; and 
a violoncello solo by Mitchell Bliss, an under- 
graduate of the school, also accompanied by 
Mr. Hoover. The program closed with the 
benediction pronounced by the Rey. James D. 
Buhrer, pastor of the First Reformed Church.

In an enthusiastic meeting held in the small 
auditorium or music room of Central on the

Lieutenant-Commander JAmEs Rem Wenr 
1. S. N. Central alumnus of the class of 
1908. lost his life in an accident to the sub- 
marine H-1, of which he was in command, 
en March 12. Full details have not reached us, 
hut it appears that the vessel ran aground near 
the entrance of Magdalena Bay. Lower Cali- 
fornia. while proceeding up the coast from 
the Canal Zone to the hase at San Pedro, 
Calif. An accident of this sort is a serious 
one for a submarine, which carries no small 
hoats and it is believed that Commander Webb 
lost his life in the heavy sea while endeavor- 
ing to reach shore. Three members of the 
crew lost their lives with him. Commander 
Webb was born at Seneca, S. GC. but his 
family came to Washington shortly after and 
his schooling was in Washington. He was 
prominent in the military interest at Central, 
ancl was major of the battalion in his senior 
year. He shortly afterward entered Annapo- 
lis, and has seen varied service. During the 
war he commanded a submarine on patrol duty 
‘off the Azores. He was married in August 
1918, to Miss Betty Masters. of South Orange, 
N. J. Mrs. Webb was on her way West to 
rejoin her husband at the time of his death. 


Mitton ALEXANDER KAurMAN, of the class 
of 1910, and for four years a vice-president 
of the Alumni Association, died at his Wash- 
ington home February 2, after a brief ill- 
ness of pneumonia. Mr. Kaufman was born 
in Washington and attended the local schools. 
At Central he was active in student affairs, 
and distinguished himself. especially in de- 
bating, being on the championship inter-school 
teams of his junior and senior years, and 
president of the debating society in his sen- 
ior year.

The de- 
bating interest at Central repeatedly received 
his help. His especially active connection 
with the work of the Alumni Association be- 
san in 1913, when he took charge of publicity 
work and assisted in managing the reunion.

HOW WE AID THE SCHOOL 


The program of aid to school interests in 
1922 will contain all of the old features and 
some new ones. The alumni medals for excel- 
lence in various student activities, of which 
nine were given last year, and which have be- 
come by now a well established stimulus to 
worth-while student enterprise, will be given 
again in at least the same numbers as here- 
tofore. These awards are made at the pre- 
sentation chapel near the close of the school 
year. 

Library Project Considered. 

Another project which is under consideration 
is that of placing in the school library a col- 
lection of books on vocational choice, college 
life and preparation, student activities—in 
brief, on a variety of topics useful and impor- 
tant but outside of the regular curriculum de- 
mands and hence difficult to secure from the 
present meager public funds of the library. 
The librarian, Miss Mann, informs us that the 
few books of this sort that the library has been 
able to get from time to time, have been very 
thoroughly and helpfully used by the students. 
The project calls for some little initial outlay 
and a moderate upkeep appropriation frem 
year to year. It will be undertaken just as 
soon as the general or special funds of the 
Association permit. Needless to add, any gifts 
by alumni of particular books in the suggested 
lines or any other lines appropriate to the 
library would be welcomed at any time. 


To Work for Student Interests. 


Still another part of our program at the 
school not necessarily involving financial out- 
lay, but promising useful results and affording 
interested alumni a field for good work, is 
that of getting in closer sympathetic touch with 
the various student activities. This is already 
being admirably done in the field of boys’ ath- 
letics through the committees of the “C” Club 
which cover the different branches of sport; 
but there are a number of other activities in 
Central’s big school—girls’ athletics, cadets, 
dramatics, debate, publications, and also the 
music, art, science and business interests— 
which could profit equally by closer touch with 
interested alumni. The Association would be 
glad to co-operate by publicity and other aid 
in the formation of special organizations in any 
fields where it is feasible. Otherwise the com- 
mittees proposed will be directly attached to 
the general Alumni Association. While we 
have a number of alumni in mind for some 
of these committees, there will be room for 
almost any interested Centralite who wishes 
to take part.

Employment Bureau Moves Forward 


The Employment Bureau, which is just com- 
pleting its first year of full-fledged operation, 
has been giving a good account of itself. It has 
successfully handled both full-time and part- 
time work, for alumni and for members of the 
student body, although the total volume of its 
business has not been very large as yet. It is 
hoped that employers—alumni and others—will 
bear us more and more in mind when they have 
vacancies to fill, and that an increasing number 
of Centralites will file and keep up to date the 
information which will enable them to be con- 
sidered for the increasing number and variety 
of openings that are brought to our notice. 
Miss Lasier, the director of the bureau, is de- 
veloping this work in a sound and progressive 
way and deserves all possible support in it. The 
headquarters of the bureau is at the school, to 
which address communications should be sent. 


School Legislation Before Congress 


The officers of the Association have been fol- 
lowing several matters of legislative interest 
to the schools. One matter of concern just now 
is the Capper bill, numbered S. 3136, now before 
Congress and providing a higher salary scale 
for the teachers of the city. Alumni are famil- 
iar with the financial disadvantage under which 
Washington’s school workers have labored in 
the past, in comparison with other school sys- 
tems and with other callings, and this condition 
still exists to be remedied in large measure if 
this bill becomes law. A number of alumni 
have already cooperated in pushing the bill 
through one means or another, and the Alumni 
Association will supply information about the 
bill to any others interested. 

Next year’s school budget, which goes to Con- 
gress in the fall, is of interest to Central in a 
number of phases, but especially in the need for 
more building construction. The president of 
the Association appeared before the Board of 
Education last month and presented an extended 
argument showing the congestion at Central 
and in the high schools generally, and urging 
the building as soon as possible a sixth and even 
a seventh senior high school for the city, in ad- 
dition to contemplated junior high school de- 
velopment, if- relief is to be adequate. There 
are now in the five white senior high schools 
2,800 more students than their proper capacity. 
Central has an excess of 900, and, even if all 
of its freshmen could be diverted to junior high 
schools inside of a year, it would still be 
crowded with its upper-classmen. Eckington 
and Brightwood are suggested as places for 
new senior high schools, in accordance with 
high school population studies recently made.

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CAPTAIN GEORGE HAMILTON 


wallis Hamilton, ’12, captain in the 

George Walls os, aviation service, and one 

{ Central’s most active and best known grad- 
cates) was killed June 27. when his plane 
crashed while taking part in_war games at 
Gettysburg, Pa. Captain Hamilton, com- 
manding an aerial detachment, crashed with 
his flying partner while trying to bring his 
plane out of a tail-spin and make a safe landing. 

George Hamilton showed exceptional lead- 
ership in school affairs during his four years at 
Central. He was captain of the football team 
in every year except as a freshman, being the 
only man in the history of the school to hold 
that position for three successive years. On 
the track and rifle teams he also showed marked 
ability ,and he assisted in school publications 
work as well. After graduation alumni activi- 
ties counted on him as a loyal supporter at all 
times, and as a participant when presence in 
Washington permitted. He was a member of 
the Alumni Association and of the “C” Club. 
The memorandum accompanying his life mem- 
bership, sent shortly after his return to the 
Marine Corps, and telling of the risks and also 
the attractions of the service, is one of the 
treasured archives of the Association. 

He was one of the most popular and dar- 
ing officers in the Marine Corps, and even con- 
tinued his track achievements while in the 
service, being known as one of the fastest 
trackmen in the corps. He entered the service 
jn 1912 from civil life, and swiftly worked his 
way to the war rank of Major, carving for 
himself a distinguished war record. He was 
among the first American troops ordered over- 
seas, and participated in every major opera- 
tion of our army. The night before the Armis- 
tice he commanded the first Marine detachment 
crossing the river Meuse, establishing a bridge- 
head. An official painting in the Navy Depart- 
ment depicts this feat and names Major Ham- 
ilton as commander. 

Although almost constantly under fire he 
went through the war unscratched, and emerged 
with the Distinguished Service Cross, with 
citations, the Navy Cross, medal of the Legion 
of Honor of France, and the Croix de Guerre 
with palms. Major General Lejeune, command- 
ant of the Marine Corps, characterized him as 
one of the finest battalion commanders in the 
Corps. He left the service shortly after the 
war and was for a time connected with an ex- 
port firm in New York, but returned to the 
uniform just last year, accepting a commission 
in the flying service. 

Funeral services were held in the Central 
High School auditorium under the auspices of 
the Marine Corps, many high ranking military 
officers being among the host of the Captain’s 
friends attending. Interment was in Arlington 
Cemetery. Captain Hamilton was 27 years of 
age and unmarried. Two sisters and a brother 
are also graduates of Central.

CADET ALUMNI PLAN CLUB 


Every Centralite who, in his undergraduate 
days, put into the activities of the cadet corps 
the earnest effort necessary to the attainment 
of a commissioned officership in his fourth 
year, no more forgets the trials, the successes, 
and the comradeship of that experience than 
do the men who battled side by side on the foot- 
ball team or strove together in any other activ- 
ity of the athletic field. On this account there 
is every reason to believe that the success of 
the Graduate “C” Club may, and should, be 
readily duplicated by an organized association 
of the many former Central cadet officers whose 
regard for their old corps is ready to find ex- 
pression in definite acts of helpfulness con- 
ceived to keep alive the finest traditions of the 
past and to aid each succeeding generation of 
cadets to improve upon the best that has been 
done before them.

same old organization, but one that would hard- 
ly be recognized by the Centralite of some 
time back, for it has a membership of 2,900 
this year! Membership still costs a dollar and 
carries privileges of free admission to about 
all contests participated in by Central teams. 
An Athletic Council, composed of the officers 


of the association and a boy and girl represen- 
tative from each class room group in the 
school, controls athletic awards and determines 
policies. s 

The funds necessary to carrying on competi- 
tive sports are provided through the proceeds 
of memberships and the Profits of the Spring 
Play of the Dramatic Association. From these 
sources a large sum is available for the main- 
tenance of this year’s sports. In the admin- 
istration of athletic finances a budget system 
is employed. Each one of the many interests 
is granted a lump sum at the beginning of the 
fall term, ordinarily sufficient to carry it 
through the season. Additional funds are al- 
lotted under special circumstances. 

The school letter is awarded alike in the in- 
terests mentioned, as well as to cheer leaders 
and team managers. All of the sports enumer- 
ated have become firmly established. Even row- 
ing, the latest addition, seems assured, after two 
successful years, of a traditional place with 
the others. 

Comment on the general competitive success 
of recent Central teams is unnecessary. Local 
championships, in all departments, have been 
won with a regularity that has become almost 
monotonous, and the performances of several of 


the teams have added much to Central’s na- 
tional rep. 


The two most notable features in modern 
Central athetics, from the viewpoint of the 
Old School grad, are the development of many 
new branches of sport, and a vast increase in 
the magnitude and vigor of girls’ athletics. 
These two factors, together with the large en- 
rollment of the school (now about 3,300), have 
combined to bring an increasing number and 
percentage of students into active athletics. 

Because of the athletic reputation hardily 
and devotedly built at the Old Central, the 
New School was enabled to get the splendid 
athletic facilities she has. And the Central 
athletes of today are making good in their 
realization of the dreams of the athletes of the 
old “side yard.”

SHAKESPEARE THEN AND 
NOW 


Commemoration in the Washing- 
ton High Schools of a Shake- 


spearean Tercentenary 


In 1623, in the capital city of England, friends 
of William Shakespeare published the First 
Folio edition of his works, “to keep the memory 
of so worthy a friend and fellow alive, as was 
our Shakespeare, by humble offer of his plays.” 

In 1923, in the capital city of the United 
States, other friends of William Shakespeare 
presented in pageant, scenes from his works— 
for the very same reason, “without ambition 
either of self-profit or fame.” 

This latest “humble offer of his plays,” com- 
memorating the three hundredth anniversary of 
the publication of a First Folio edition, was 
made by the high school students and teachers 
of Washington, organized under the direction 
of Miss Sarah E. Simons, Head of the Depart- 
ment of English. The pageant presented the 
court of Queen Elizabeth, with the immortal 
Will in attendance, at whose command a herald 
brought before his Queen bands of players, each 
group, at their Gracious Majesty’s request, en- 
acting before her their favorite scene from his 
comedies. 

The court was set when the weather was 
favorable, in Rock Creek Park, far-famed for 
its rugged natural beauty, at the corner of Six- 
teenth and Hamilton Streets, just south of the 
Reservoir; when the weather was wet, the 
throne awaited good Queen Bess in the audi- 
torium of Central High School. The time was 
a May afternoon—several May afternoons, in 
fact, Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, 
and Friday afternoons, May 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11. 
The players were those gifted young folks who 
already had pleased audiences with their per- 
formances. One band, “The Globe Players,” 
came from our Central High School, the same 
which presented “Twelfth Night” so charm- 
ingly in its spring play, and which reproduced 
for this occasion their choicest scene. Another 
came from Business High School “The 
Queen’s Players,” and again enacted the tid- 
bit from “The Taming of the Shrew.” A third 
band, “The Servants of the Lord Chamberlain,” 
gave a scene from the Western High School's 
ingenious adaptation of “A Winter’s Tale.” Yet 
another group, “Children of the Chapel Royal,” 
hailing from the New Eastern High School. re- 
enacted the daintest morsel from “A Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream.” Technical High School, 
which alone did not use a comedy of Shakes- 
peare for its spring plav. prepared as a fea- 
ture of the afternoon, a first performance of a 
scene from “The Merchant of Venice.”

Stephen E. Kramer Succeeds 
Mr. Maurer as Principal 


i hand at the helm of Central 

aie The nwell-beloved Robert A. Maurer 
aa ete resigned his position as Principal, 
A 3A September 28, handed over the “key 
se ix heart of Central” to his successor, 
St fen E, Kramer. Mr. Kramer is no stranger 
Sten intra! Alumni, either as one of themselves, 
. teacher and principal in the graded schools, 
oa as Assistant Superintendent of School of 


the District. 


After five years as principal of Central, Mr. 
Maurer goes to Georgetown University to oc- 
cupy the chair of constitutional law. His in- 
tention was made known to the Board of Edu- 
cation soon after the close of the past school 
year, but he remained with the school long 
enough this term to get things going according 
to Central fashion. 


For five years Mr. Maurer ably filled the 
position of Emory Wilson, whose precepts and 
friendship he had had as guide and training, 
and that he endeared himself to faculty and 
students was proved by the expression of re- 
gret at his leaving. The spirit of “Ep” Wil- 
son should live, however, for Mr. Kramer 
was schoolmate and friend of Central’s great 
leader. 


Mr. Kramer, although born in Atlanta, Ga., 
has spent most of his life in Washington. He 
was educated in the public schools, graduated 
from Central in 1889, from the Washington 
Normal School, and from George Washington 
with two degrees. He taught English at East- 
ern, was principal of the Smallwood, Force, and 
Franklin schools; director of the night schools; 
supervising principal of the Sixth and Third 
Divisions; director of intermediate instruction; 
and assistant superintendent of schools. 


No little surprise was expressed by many 
of his friends that Mr. Kramer should re- 
linquish a higher position in the D. C. schools, 
to accept the executive position of Central, 
but he declared he wanted to be in closer touch 
with the students; and he had always taken 
considerable interest in the welfare of Central. 
One present reason for this interest is Stephen 
E., Jr., at present a junior at Central. 


Aside from his school interest, Mr. Kramer 
takes considerable interest in other civic mat- 
ters, having lectured at George Washington, be- 
come a director of the Washington Board of 
Trade; and being a worker in church affairs 
and teachers’ activities. He has written sev- 
eral articles on education and the mental and 
physical preparation of school children, and is 
author of “Great Cities of the United States.”

She was for 
many years faculty adviser for the Review, and 
had special supervision of various phases of 
senior activities, including pupil participation 
in class night and commencement exercises. 
She was in charge of groups of girls for Red 
Cross work during the war, and served more 
recently on the faculty committee on dramatics. 
Always interested in the activities of the cadets 
and the school athletes, upon whom she had an 
especially strong hold, she carried even more 
than her share of the work of supervising ca-

det and football suppers and the annual lunches 
for these interests. Her loyalty and enthusiasm 
expressed themselves not only in these practical 
ways, but in the writing of several of the well 
known school songs and of many graceful 
poems, which were features of momentous OC- 


casions in Central's history.” 


Martha V. Hampson 


Mrs. Martha V. Hampson, for many years a 
teacher of Latin at Old Central, died early last 
June. Mrs. Hampson was the originator of 
the cadet supper idea after the Competitive 
Drill, and the success of this now time-hon- 
ored institution was due entirely to her interest. 
ned the Central staff in 


1889, and for more than twenty years she en- 
deared herself to both faculty and students by 
her personality. While she retired in 1912, 
she remained a Centralite, often visited the 
school, renewed her acquaintances, and even 
acted as substitute teacher. 


In former days it was the habit of the cadets 
to celebrate the drill by roving the streets in 
bands, eating anywhere and drinking soda-pop, 
ending by being thoroughly exhausted and 
usually sick. Mrs. Hampson saw that if they 
were given supper at school the occasion could 
be turned into a benefit for both school and 
boys. The idea was “sold” to the Principal, and 
for many years the Cadet supper was her espe- 
cial charge. aa

or two student clerks, the wkole work of man-

Even more testamentary of the regard Cen- 
tralites feel for their school is the regularity 
with which even the oldest classes still hold 
annual reunions.

As more than three-fourths of the Central 
graduates go to college, it is not unusual to 
find a Washington high school organization 
mentioned in the college annuals, while the Cen- 
tral High School Club at Princeton has re- 
cently attained considerable distinction in col- 
lege circles.

With alumni scattered through colleges all 
over the country and permanently living in 
nearly every country of the globe, the medium 
which holds them together, in spirit, at least, 
is a quarterly publication called Toe ALUMNI 
Recorp.

As the average issue runs to sixteen pages 
or more, THE ALumMNrI Recorp is enabled to 
present a breezy resumé of school events of 
imterest to alumni, feature articles and a grist 
of personal news notes, which cover practi- 
cally every class. It was first established in 
1909 by George W-. Hodgkins, with Thomas 
H. Chapman, "09, as business manager. Mr.

The Central High School was first organized 
with two separate schools for boys andjaten 
and was formed by bringing together the Dost- 
graduates classes of the grammar schools. The 
girls school was begun in September, 1876 and’ 
the boys’ in December, 1877. The two schools 
were brought together from their makeshift 
quarters and united as the Washington High 
School on the opening of the O Street building 
in September, 1882, under Principal E. A. Paul 
who died in 1888. The school grew rapidly and 
in September, 1890, the Eastern, Western and 
Business High Schools were organized to re- 
duce the congestion. The other Washington 
high school, the McKinley Manual Training 
School, was opened in September, 1908, and 
since that time has proved Central’s chief rival 
in athletic and other interscholastic events. 
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
